CONNELLSVILLE'S CATASTROPHE. 


Doath and Destruction Smites the Eusiness District Without a Moment's Warning—A 


Careless Employe of the Gas Company Charged With the Responsibilty. 


The Matter Will be Investigated. 


Coinicllsvillc lias been smitten with the heavy hand ol! affliction. "Without a mo- 


ment's warning death an destruction walked into the business center of the town. Lives 
were snuffed out, people were horribly burned and thousands oi' dollars worth of prop- 
erty were destroyed, all within a brief space of time. 


With a roar that shook the surrounding scuiares, an explosion of natural gas wreck- 


ed (he stores of J. G. McGYorey & Compuny."on ".North Pitts burg, street this morning, 
and caught in its fiery embrace some twenty-five clerks and customers. Eiglecn were 
rescued from the building in more or less .precarious condition and seven arc reported 
missing. Up to the hour of going to press on'y two bodies had 
been recovered, but 


workmen are feverishly uprooting the debris and trying to-reach the bodies of any oth- 
ers who have been buried in the holacaust. 


No such calamity has visited Conncllsvillc in many years, and as yet its origin is 


not satisfactorily explained. The current story is that the natural gas company was 
changing the meter in the basement of thcbuildiiigV that the person in charge of this 
duty had failed to turn off the gas; that the escaping'gas was ignited by open lamps in 
the building, causing the explosion. 


The force of the explosion shattered all the plate glass in the neighborhood and 


threw the people into a panic. Stout hearts were there, however, and they rushed 
to the rescue. The lives of many ol' those on the injured list are due to the heroic action 
of these first-aiders, who braved the smoke and flame and tottering destruction to save 
the unfortunate inmates of this fiery hell. 


J«'or awhile it seemed that the surrounding blocks were doomed and that there was 


no limit to the destruction, but the energetic efforts .of the fire department and its volun- 
teers soon got; the flames under control. 


The origin of the catastrophe will be known only after proper investigation. The 


Coroner will, of course, hold an inquest on the bodies recovered, and his investigation 
will be searching. The gas company will also instituto n-cui'ol'ul. inquiry in its own be- 
half.
